ceview of General Economic Analysis Subcommittee 


i. As I have already indicated to you, a meeting to 
consider the role and functions of the EITC Subcommittee on 


General Economic Analysis (SEA) has been set_up at 10:30 a.u. | 
on Thurs 18 April 1957, in your office. 25X1A9a | 


and I plan to be in attendance. Otto has 
been notified and invited to participate. 


2. A copy of our staff atudy of 14 November 1555 on 
"Proposed EIC Eeonomic Intelligence Advisory Panel" is 
attached. Both sush and I consider this paper an appropriate 
starting point for our discugsion. 


3. There have been no ma, or ehanges since the staff 
study was written in the general nature or dimensions oi the 
provlens which the study was addressed to. No particular 
brief is held for the specific details of the Advisory Panel 
proposal, nor for the suggeated membership and agenda subjects. 
The general thrust of the proposal, however, still seens to 
have validity. 


4 There has been some inerease in the volume of external 
researeh projects and exchange visits reviewed by the SEA in 
che last year or so. This should, of course, be considered in 
the review of the Subcommittee and its responsibilities. 


5. In reviewing the SEA, the following (inter-related) 
subjects might well be touched upon: 


A. The appropriate functions for a coordinating 
group in this field. 


{1) Review of research and collection deficiencies. 


(2) Review of substantive research in draft and in 
final form. 


(3) Keview of proposed external research projects. 
Note speciel problems involved in a meaningful review 
of Air Foree CEIR external research projects. 
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(4) Exanination of research techniques. 


(5) Discussion of important acroes-the-board 
economie intelligence sub ,ects for the general 
enlightenment and education of people working in 
this field, and for other interested Individuals 
including the administrative superiors of the 25X1A9a 
interested analysts (According to 
the primary purpose of the BEA in the minds of 
those who originally set it up.) 


(6) Coordination and, where appropriate, 
“agreement” of basie statistics. 


(7) neview of exehange proposals 
(8) Publication of coordinated reports, ete. 
(3) Follow-up of NIE post-mortems. 
B. Appropriate representation on the group. 
(1) From within the Government . 
(2) Outeide consultants. (Consideration of 
problems involved in obtaining and using such 


consultante.) 


(3) Question of varied representation depending 
on matters handled. 


a. Use of consultants for special projects. 

u. Use of consultants for periodic, regularly 
recurring projects auch e.g. aa review of the 
economie contributions to the annual NIEs on the 
Soviet Union, Commmist China, and the European 
Satellites. 

e. Bilateral Stete-CIA coordination 


d. Use of ad hoc arrangements. 
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C. Role of SEA (and EIC subcomalttees generally) in the 
light of current exercise on coordination in reaponse to 
recomendations of Killian comuiitec.
